He Says That Cleveland Cannot Carry New 
York.

Chicago, Ill, June 19. (Midnight.)—‘Tf 


the convention listens to reason and drops 
personalism long enough to consider the 
situation in New York, it can nominate 
a winning ticket,” said Governor Flower, 
of New York, to me at midnight, in the 
headquarters of the New York delegation. 

“If it listens to nothing else but Cleve- 
land talk, and proposes to nominate him 
whether or not, I am afraid it will put a 
load on us that we can’t carry. I have 
but the mildest feeling for him, but I 
know the situation in my state and the 
feeling that has been engendered makes 
it impossible for him to carry it. 

“Tam confident tonight that he will not 
be nominated. New York’s solid seventy- 


what we conceive to be our duty to the 
last.” So spoke the governor of the state 
which must be carried to elect the demo- 
cratic candidate, anu. so spoke the lieu- 
tenant governor a few minutes later. 

So says John Fellows and Amos Cum- 
mings, General Lathrop and a dozen oth- 
er leaders, whose servicgs in the past 
have been invaluable to democratic suc- 
cess in New York. 

On the other hand, Whitney and others 
take a rosy view of the situation, saying 
that if Cleveland cannot carry New York 
nobody can, and expressing the positive 
belief that he can do so.

BYNUM’S BOOM. 


The Indianian Is Working for 
Place oe Ticket. 
Special Chicago Wire to The Constitution. 

Chicago, June 19.—The shouters for the dif- 
ferent presidential candidates and. the --politi- 
elans have put in good time today. The hotels 
for which Chicago is noted, for number and 
quality, have been crowded all day and the 
arrival of sfate delegations and cltibs ftfis 
evening has augmented the crowds. It is 
said that there are over five thousand: Boies 
men and they have put in good time during 
the day shouting for their favorite. Boies will 
go into the convention with the vote of his own 
state and perhaps a few scattering votes fronr 
South Carolina and a few from some other 
southern states, together with scattering voteg 
from the west. It is Cleveland against the 
field, with the chances in his favor. It look? 
now that he will be nominated on the first 
ballot. His chances seem better at this hour 
than last night. His managers say he has 
gained votes today. Connecticut’s vote was 
divided last night and at the meeting this 
morning of the delegation it voted solidly for 
the ex-president. 

In a talk with William C. Whitney, Cleve- 
land’s manager here, a few moments ago, he’ 
said that he thought his man had made con- 
siderable gain today. Some of these gains 
are from Kentucky and some from Texas. 
The opposition to Mr. Cleveland has been 
claiming at least one-half of the Texas déle- 
gation, but recent developments show that 
twenty of the thirty votes will go to the great 
advocate of tariff reform on tbe first ballot. 


What a Looker-On Claima. 


A Cleveland leader claims this evening that 
he already has enough votes to nominate 
him on the first ballot and some to spare. It 
looks now like Cleveland. The Georgia dele 
gation has been mingling with the surging 
inasses today, and a few moments ago showed 
seventeen for Cleveland, nine against him. 
The four delegates from the state at large 
will vote for Cleveland. The special train 
that brought Georgia’s delegates here made 
several stops in Indiana, and demonstrations 
at different stopping places for Cleveland 
were such as to strengthen the faith of the 
Cleveland men of the delegation and to put 
the antis to thinking. It was surprising, said 
one of the Georgia delegates, to see the en- 
thusiasm for Mr. Cleveland and the lack of it 
for Governor Gray. Gray was” favorably 
spoken of by the Georgians for second place 
on the ticket, but this evening this has all 
changed, and Bynum’s name is frequently 
heard for vice president. 

The delegation of Indiana is about evenly 
divided between Gray and Cleveland. The 
Gray men are led by Senator Voorhees and 
Mr. Cleveland's men by Hon. 8. E. Marsh. 
The Cleveland men of Indiana want Bynum 
for vice president, and this talk has created 
a considerable Bynum boom. Many think, in 
case Mr. Cleveland is nominated, Bynum will 
have second placé instead of Gray. Boies and 
others are spoken of as probable candidates. 
The candidates ‘now are Hill, Cleveland and 
Boies, but on the first ballot Mr. Gorman will 
get a pretty fair vote, and Mr. Gray a few. 


A Rumor About Hill. 


It has been talked of today that Hill’s name 
would not be presented af all, and that the 
New York delegation would vote for Pattison, 
but this is not credited. Some say this is to 
break the solid Cleveland ranks of the Penn- 
sylvania delegation, thus preventing Mr. Cleve- 
land’s nomination on the first ballot, and 
probably result in his defeat. A story went 
the rounds today that Hill had arrived here 
aid would take charge of his candidacy in 
person, but this soon went to pieces as did 
‘many other sensational stories. Bascom 
Myrick, one of Georgia’s delegates from the 

rd district, says he thinks he will vote for 
Crisp on the first ballot and Bill Vandivere will 
yote for Morrison. 

The Cleveland men of New York are here 
in full force and they are doing some active 
missionary work. There was a little talk 
late tonight that an agreement had been made 
between the Cleveland and Boies leaders which 
would bring Boies down in-favor of Cleveland 
and Boles was to have second place on the 
ticket. If this turns out to be true, Iowa 
will fall in line for Cleveland, which would 
settie his nomination beyond doubt. The 
delegations will all arrive by tomorrow morn- 
ing and after meetings are held, a better esti- 
mate can be made of the result.

If it does either, the anti-Cleveland men 
say that will settle the fate of Mr. Cleve- 
land. Ten of the Illinois delegates stated 
tonight that they will not vote for Mr.

‘The south- 
ern delegates are nearly: all here nog and 
both sides are working on them. Ninety- 
two of them from the different states since 
viewing the situation, have spoken out 
against Cleveland, while there are many on 
the doubtful list who have refused to com- 
mit themselves up to date. The fact that 
nearly all, if not all, of the Arkansas dele- 
gation has decided to break away from 
Cleveland, has had an effect upon: the oth- 
ers. Florida stands five to three against 
Cleveland and John Allen says that two- 
thirds of the Mississfppi delegation will 
vote for an outside candidate. The South 
Carolina delegation with one exception is 
solid against Cleveland. Louisiana is divid- 
ed, Georgia is divided and Texas and Mis- 
sourl, it is asserted with confidence, will 
leave Cleveland after the first ballot.

THE PLATFORM PROPOSED. 


Tariff Reform and the Force Bill Will 
Lead. 
Chicago Telegram to The* Constitution. 
Chicago, June 19.—The platform of the dem- 


It has, however, derived con- 
sideration from gentlemen who may reasona- 
bly be looked upon as the probable members 
of the committee on resolutions. The tariff 
planks naturally will stand forth, and be the 
principal issue on which it will be sought to 
run the campaign, but the force bill will come 
in for an almost equal share of attention, and 
it will have as much virility as can be given 
it in dignified English, The democrats say 
the republicans have thrown the gauntlet on 
this bill, and they are only too glad to take 
it up, and meet their opponents. 

The Tariff Plank. 


The tariff plank will not, in so far as its 
general declarations on tariff questions go, 
differ much from the tariff plank of 1888. It 
will demand that the people be relieved from 
burdensome and unjust taxation, and that the 
tariff be reduced to such extent as an econom- 
ical administration of the affairs of the gov- 
ernment will permit. A special plank will be 


devoted to the McKinley bill, which will be — 


denounced as a measure framed for the ad- 
vantage of special classes, and which raised 
the prices of articles of necessity to consum- 
ers. I6 will also be denounced as fostering 
trusts, and resulting in the formation of com- 
binations of capital to stifle competition, op- 
press labor and raise the prices of articles 
controlled by the trusts. 
The democratic party will declare its con- 
tinned devotion to freedom of action, and will 
demand the enfércement of laws for the pre- 
vention of trusts and the enactment of such 
further egislation as may’be necessary. It 
is probable that there may be recommended 
legislation which will remove the duty on ar- 
ticles controlled by trusts, as one means of 
restraint on the operations of these concerns. 
The Force Bill. 


The feérce bill plank will be a ringing dec- 
laration against placing the pols in the hands 
of federal office holders, and will declare 
that the security of the liberty of the people 
demands that the government shall not in- 
terfere with the conduct of elections, and the 
free expression of the will of the people. 

The Silver Plank. 


The silver plank will be very general in its 
terms. Patterson, of Colorado, has the sup- 
port of a number of coadjutors in an attempt 
to have the convention declare in favor of 
free coinage, but party sentiment is against 
a departure from the established lines in this 
campaign, and the most that can be expected 
is some such declaration as was 
contained in the Indiana platform, which 
declared in favor of a supply of money 
uniform in value, and in sufficient abundance 
to meet the demands of trade. Gold and sil-

CLEVELAND HAS A BiG BOOM, 


But Some of the Smaller Booms Are 
Determined. : 


THE ILLINOIS TROUBLE EXPLAINED 


Palmer Hates Morrison and Morrison 
Hates Palmer—How They Fight 
Each Other. 


Special Chicago Wire to The Constitution. 
Chicago, Ill., June 19.—There are three 
distinct political machines at work ‘.ere. 
First, and by long odd the most efficient 
and far reaching, is the Cleveland machine. 
Though the supporters of the ex-president, 
all primary reformers, stern advocates — 
tatiff reform, civil service reform and the 
like, they have @Vidently made up their 
minds that the best way to accomplish 
these several reforms, so far as can be done 
by nominating Cleveland, is to go into the 
fight with the best machine that organiza- 
tion can put together, and they have done 
it. All the members of the Cleveland cabi- 
net, except Manning, who is dead; Endi- 
cott, who is too dignified a mugwump to 
enter into a scramble for anything; Lamar, 
who is on the bench, and Garland, who 
seems to have finally quit politics for law, 
are leaders of this reform machine. 
Ex-Secretary of War Whitney is the 
boss, if one may speak thus irreverently 
of a true reformer, and Postmaster Gener- 
al Dickinson and ex-Secretaries Fiirchild, 
Vilas and Bayard are able assistants. 
Bayard, although first in the cabinet, is here 
put last, because the dignity which he fur- 
nishes contributes less to the success of 
the combination than some attributes pos- 
sessed by the others. This machine lacks 
nothing, either in brains or money. Its 
work is seen everywhere. Its under of- 
ficers and privates invade every headquar- 
ters and have much to say when two or 
three or more are gathered together. 
The Other Two Machines. 

Next in importance, is the New York 
machine, which is the entire democratic 
party of New York, represented by seventy- 
two delegates, every one instructed for and 
in favor of ex-Governor Hill, and led by 
Governor Flower. 
The last but least innothing but numbers, 
is the Iowa machine, representing, it would 
seem, every, democrat in the state, and 
working with an-earnestness which com- 
pels admiration for JBoies. It may be 
that some of them have thought of 
their governor asa vice presidential 
candidate, but no one of them will admit 
it, and their actions do not bear. out the 
theory.

How the Favorite Sons Petered Out. 

First in-order comes Illinois. In 1876 
this state was divided between Tilden and 
Hendricks. In 1880, with the expectatfon 
of an entirely new deal, Colonel Morrison 
had it in the national convention at Ciricin- 
nati. In 1884 he gave way to Cleveland, 
and of course he did so in 1888. He was 
willing this year that the state should go 
to Cleveland, if it were judicious, but his 
friends thought he ought to have it, if it 
went to any Illinoisan. 

This was the ¢ondition of things wien Gen- 
eral Palmer made his race for senator before 
the people in 1890, and was elected by the 
jegislature in March, 1891. This unex- 
pected happening brought Palmer to the 
front as a presidential candidate, much to 
the disgust of Morrison and his friends. 

About the time the state convention 
to select delegates to this cortvention was 
called, Palmer and Morrison got together 

+ here, and it was agreed that neither should 
take any steps to secure an instructed dele 
gation. Morrison went home satisfied, and 
did nothing, but not so the friends of Palm- 
er. Controlling the organization in this 
(Cook) county, they called the convention 
in advance of most of the other counties 


tion for Palmer. 

As this county had over.+200 delegates 
in a convention of a little ° over 
800, it gave Palmer a_ start that 
Morrison, single-handed, could not over- 
come. As the next best thing, his 
riends took up Cleveland as a club with 
which to beat Palmer, and succeeded, in 
the state convention, in defeating the iron- 
clad instructions for Palmer. After the 
convention it was found that no one of the 
three—Morrison, Palmer or Cleveland—had 
a majority of the forty-eight delegates. If 
everything had worked smoothly, it is 
probable that under the unit rule the vote 
of the state would have gone to Cleveland, 
and then, Cleveland out, to Palmer. 

The Present Situation. 

But that is not the case now, owing to 
the conduct of Palmer himself. He has 
been playing fast and loose with those of 
the delegation who prefer him to anybody, 
some of whom are as bitterly opposed to 
Cleveland as to Morrison. The Morrison 
men, on the other hand, have been all 
along willing to vote for Cleveland and then 
Palmer, with their man only a third 
choice.

THE APPROPRIATION BILLS 


Will Occupy the Attention of the Fifty- 
Second Congress This Week. 


Washington, June 19.—The history of the 
first session of the fifty-second congress is 
practically made, and it is probable that 
from now on to the entl of the session the 
efforts of both branches will be confined 
principally to the settlement of disputed 
points in the appropriation bills. ‘hese 
measures are really much farther advanced 
that the simple statement of their parlia- 
mentary status, would indicate to the un- 
practiced eye. 

By an extraordinary display of energy. 
the house has succeeded in passing eve 
one of these bills, except the general defi- 
ciency bill, and is transferring them to the 
senate with such rapidity as to tax se- 
verely the working capacity of the commit 
tee on appropriafions of that body. conse- 
quently it appears from the record that the 
senate is far behind the house in passing 
upon these important ‘measures. 

The State of Business. 


The record is as follows: 

Awaiting action on conference reports, the 
military acadamy appropriation Dill. In 
conference: The army, Indian, diplomatic 
and‘ consular, District of Columbia, naval 
river and harbor. ‘Awaiting action of the 
senate: Pensions. In the senate committee 
sundry civil, legislative, postoffice, agricul- 
tural, fortifications. Awaiting action of the 
house: General deficiency. se

annual appropriation bills has become a 
law, that only one bill remains to be acted

bis. “are either in the senate committee on 
appropriations or before the senate for 
action. But the senators are by no means 
dismayed by the outlook. While it is ex- 
pected that no progress can be made in the 
senate itself with bills during this week, 
owing to the absence of so many democratic 
senators, “work in committee is being pushed 
rapidly, and when there is again a full sen- 
ate the remaining bills will be called up 
and acted upon so promptly that most, if 
not all of them will have been sent to con- 
ferencé Before the close of the present fiscal 
‘year. Because of the large number of ab- 
sentees, the proceedings of the senate during 
the week will probably be confined to the 
delivery of a few “spéeches, Mr. Call lead- 
ing off tomorrow with one on the subject 
of railroad interference with senatorial elec- 
tions, and séme objectionable business on 
the calendars, and the sessions will, it is 
expected, go very short.

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Stand by Democracy. 
Special Chicago Wire to The Constitution. 

Out of the wild ‘enthusiasm exhibited 
in Chicago, danger is likely to result. 

The danger lies in the fact that the 
enthusiasm is centered around certain in- 
dividuals, and carries with it hostility to 
others. 

The democracy can only be saved next 
fall by work, hard, vigorous and united. 
Not a worker but whose loss will be felt; 
not a voter whose suffrage can be spared. 
Therefore is it necessary, before the 
balloting is reached, that democrats, no 
matter what their previous views, should 
make up their minds to fight for the party 
as earnestly as if the selected candidate 
was of their personal choosing. 

A crisis is upon the country, in the pres- 
ence of which individuals are as nothing. 
Democratic strength, by the admission of 
rotten-borough states, has been reduced 
to a minimum. Another republican ad- 
ministration would wipe out the margin 
of difference between the two parties, 
and turn over the electoral college to the 
republicans. Like a storm-cloud the force 
bill hovers over the country. Disastrous 
as may have been the gyrations of a 
monster cyclone, its wreckage counts as 
nothing against the social revolution and 
commercial ruin sure to follow the passage 
of a force bill. 

The only hope of the country is in 
democracy; the only safety of democracy 
is in absolute unity; the only way to ob- 
tain unity is to fight against the impend- 
ing peril, abating not a single jot of earn- 
estness because this man or that man 
may happen to be in the lead. 

Whatever the leader’s name may be, it 
is the democratic hosts who are ranged 
in battle line; the opposing force is the 
same relentiess enemy whose success 
means social disorder; business ruin and 
exorbitant taxation. " Let these demo- 
cratic hosts keep their banner in sight, 
and follow it until November's victory 
shall have routed the common enemy. 

An Interesting Question. 
Seven million dollars in gold was ship- 


—_ 


‘ped away from New York to Austria last 


week, and the fact is attracting some at- 
tention on the part of the speculative 
bankers and others who have appointed 
themselves to be the stormy petrels of our 
finances. Austria, having entered the 
league of the single gold standard nations, 
into which John Sherman steered this 
country in 1873, will need about $100,000,- 
000 in gold with which to begin opera- 
tions, and it is said that the most of 
this, under existing conditions, will go 
from this country. 

The outlogig seems to be very gloomy 
for those who have been declaring that 


gold would be driven out of the country | 


by free coinage, and that we then should 


be on a silver basis. But what will be 


the result if our gold goes to Europe on 
account of the increased demand for the 
precious metal there? This is a phase of 
the question which seems not to have 
been looked into very carefully by the 
financiers. 

It is true that Mr. Henry Clews is 
stepping around in some alarm, and de- 
claring that there should be some legis- 
lative act to regulate the shipment of gold 
to Europe, “and the consequent depletion 
of this country’s resources,” but even Mr. 
Clews does not pretend to explain what 
the situation will be when the other mem- 
bers of the gold-standard league drain 
the yellow metal from this country. 

Yet the question is a very interesting 
one. If the disappearance of “our” gold 
as a result of the free coinage of silver 
would put the country on a silver basis, 
on what sort of a basis will the country 
be put by the disappearance of gold as 
the result of European accessions to the 
single gold standard syndicate? Sub- 
Treasurer Roberts, of New York, says 
with some degree of flippancy, that gold 
would go to a premium. To a premium 


over what? Over its own certificates? 
To a premium over treasury and national 


bank notes? 

This would be a pretty how-d’ye-do 
indeed. It would mean a crash in prices 
and a collapse in business worse than that 
of 1872. ‘Is this what the single gold 
standard offers to the country as the in- 
evitable result of its own operations? If 
so, better a thousand times free coinage 
and a silver basis. Better a thousand 
times a silver basis than for the bottom to 
drop out by reason of a gold premium.

state banks and a graduated tax on large 


incomes or a heavy tax on inheritances 
would amash monopoly, and leave the plu- 


tocrats shorn of their present unlimited 


power. 
The reforms thus briefly hinted at will 


come in time, and a policy of territorial 
expansion will be inaugurated, bringing 


Canada, the West Indies and the Hawai- 


ian islands under our flag, while Mexico, 
Central America and the South American 
republics will be under our protection, 
with their commercial interests recipro- 
cally linked with ours. . 

When the genuine democracy—the peo- 
ple—get control of the government and 
push this programme our toilers, instead 
of sinking to the level of the peasantry 
of Europe, will enter again their golden 
age! 


Aun Interesting Libel Suit. 

A libel case of considerable importance 
was recently tried in Texas, and a sum- 
mary of the points in it will be of interest 
to all nowspaper men and the general 
public. 

A municipal official named Mosier was 
investigated by the Galveston city council, 
and found to be short in his accounts. 
He disappeared, and The News published 
the story. In a short time Mosier return- 
ed, made good his shortage, and sued the 
publishers of the paper for libel, laying 
his damages at $30,000. 

The News set up the defense that the 
publication was true, and that there was 
no malice in it. 

After hearing argument the judge 
directed the jury to bring in a verdict 
for the defendants. He said that the only 
law applying to the case was the follow- 
ing in the bill of rights: 

Every person shall be at liberty to speak, 
write or publish his opinions on any subject, 
being responsible for the abuse of that priv- 
ilege; and no law shall ever be passed cur- 
tailing the liberty of the press. 

This sensible judge went on to say: 

It is time to put a stop to all such suits as 
this. Every honest court and attorney should 
discountenance and discourage them. If the 
newspapers are to be brought into court every 
time they publish an item about an officer, or 
any one else, being short in his accounts or 
being guilty of any crookedness the time will 
soon come when a rascal may plunder a com- 
munity with impunity. The papers may know 
all the facts, but can’t publish them until the 
plundering is over and the plunderer is ar- 
rested and lodged in jail. That’s all wrong. 

Speaking of the case, the Galveston 
paper says that the plain provision of 
the bill of rights quoted by the judge has 
been very much impaired by sentimental 
verdicts. It claims that time and again 
it has known facts, the publication of 
which would be beneficial to business 
concerns, communities and the state at 
large, but it had to keep its knowledge 
to itself until after the matter had been 
ventilated in the courts, and it was then 
too late to do any good. 

It is to be hoped that this Texas case 
will shape legislation and public opinion, 
and make it more difficult for rascals to 
make money out of their blackmailing 
libel suits. ! 


The Two-Thirds Rule. 
Special Chicago Wire to The Constitution. 

A few scattering politicians have sug- 
gested the abrogation of the two-thirds 
rule at Chicago. 

There is no danger of such a departure 
from the established democratic custom. 
For more than forty years the two-thirds 
rule has been the unbroken usage of dem- 
ocratic national conventions, and before 
that time it was occasionally enforced. 

Adopted in the interests of harmony, 
it is not likely now, when the spirit of 
factional discord has crept into the party, 
that it will be abandoned or laid aside. 
We cannot imagine anything that would 
cause more dissatisfaction and demorali- 
zation than the repudiation of this time 
honored rule. It would be regarded as 
giving an undue advantage to the suc 
cessful candidate, and the dissensions that 
would follow would irrevocably split the 
party. 

Ambitious candidates and their zealous 
friends may. sometimes display very bad 
judgment, but very few delegates at 
Chicago will be rash enough to advocate 
the majority rule in order to secure the 
nomination of their favorite. Such a 
course would be utter lunacy. 


Crime in South Carolina. 

The Charleston News and Courier fol- 
lows its gloomy editorial on the murder of 
Alderman Gilreath at Greenville with 
one of a similar tenor. 

Two or three days after the killing of 
Gilreath, Policeman Meggs was killed by 
a drunken man at Florence. A special 
tells the story as follows: 

Policeman Meggs came up towards Mc- 
Sween, and McSween said: “If you move an 
inch. I will kill you.” Meggs had 
stopped and dropped his hands. McSween 
fired, the load taking effect half an inch above 
the left nipple, and killing him almost in- 
stantly.

If there are needed reforms in our” financial 
system and in our currency seek them in- 
side of the democratic party. We are in 
a peculiar position in the south; confronted 
by a problem with which no other people 
have had to deal, and the solution of which 
we should leave to the God above, who 
rules over the destinies of man and na- 
tions. 

“The object of the republican party is to 
break the solid south, the knowledge af 
which should make us all the more vigilant.

Perhaps this will be accomplished as 
early as November Ist. 

Baring unforeseen obstacles, work will 
be started next month on a belt line road 
which will run from north Decatur on the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern to Howell 8, 
on the Western and Atlantic. The line will 
be eig@&t miles long and will give the Sea- 
hoard connection with the Western and 
Atlantic, which has agreed to let the Sea- 
board into the city and the depot. 

Application has been made for a charter. 
Half of the right of way has been secured. 
Grading will be started as soon as the 
charter is granted. The country is hilly - 
and it will cost $17,000 a mile to build the 
roadway. When completed the line will 
be about three miles longer than the line 
would be if it could be built direct into the 
union depot on the Georgia road’s right of 
w The Seaboard’s officials estimate that 
they lose $1,200 a day by not being able to 
run into the depot. The projected route 
will not lengthen the time of passenger 
trains more than ten minutes above what 
it would be coming straight in. For freight 
business, the belt line will be valuable as 


‘transfers of through business can then be 


made in twenty minutes; now it takes a 
day in the busy season to get a transfer of 
through freight made. 

To Seaboard and to the public the 
co will be highly valuable. The 
Seaboard people want a belt line of their 
own and are goingsto have it. 

While the line has been locatef it is aub- 
ject to change in the event much trouble is 
found in getting the right of way. The 
road will run from east to west. It will 
be laid with sixty-pound steel rail and con- 
structed as finely as the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern. | 

To President Thomas, of the Western 
and Atlantic, the Seaboard people feel 
most kindly. They will work together and 
will be of great advantage to each other in 
the interchange of freight. 

The Georgia, Carolina and WNorthern’s 
business is* growing steadily. After the 
completion of the belt road it is expected 
to increase rapidly. A freight depot will 
probably be located temporarily on the west 
side of the city until the rgiht of wayis se- 
cured to the depot site on the wmstern side 
of the city. If at some time in the future, 
the Seaboard gets into the union depot 
over the G road, the belt line will 
be valuable for the transfer of through 
freight.

By a Passenger Train—He Was Walking 


Along the Track and Watching a_ 
Georgia Road Freight Train. 


The Georgia, Carolina and Northern kill- 
ed its first man in Atlanta Saturday night. 

And the killing was accidental and en- 
tirely unavoidable. 

Eli Byers, a negro about thirty-one years 
old, was the man and at the time of the 


killing he was walking’ along the Georgia, | 


Carolina and Northern track towards the 
city. An incoming passenger train on the 


road struck him and death was instanta- | 


neous, 
Byers is employed by the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern road‘ here, and only came 
5 ‘gue: a short while ago from Griffin, 
J ust before night Byers went down the 


railroad some distance—a mile or more. 


He started back to the city about 7 o’clock 
along the Georgia railroad track. 

At Hulsey’s station the tracks of the Geor- 
gia road and the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern run parallel, and are very close 
together. | 

As Byers approached Hulsey's he saw 
the Georgia road freight train come thun- 
dering along the track from Atlanta. He 
walked along the track until the train. was 
very close upon him, when he stepped off 
to the right and continued his walk to the 
city on the Georgia, Carolina and North- 
ern track. 

People near by were horrified to see only 
a few feet behind him the Georgia, Caroli- 
na and Northern passenger train steaming 
rapidly toward the city with blazing head- 
light. 

But its noise was lost in that of the big, 
lumbering freight train, and the doomed 
negro did not hear the train behind him. 

Less than a half minute from the time 
he stepped upon the track Byers was struck 
by the cow-catcher of the fast-moving pas- 
senger locomotive and hurled into the air 
as lightly as if he had been a ball in a 
player’s hands. 

The train was stopped and a crowd hur- 
ried to where the unfortunate man was 
lying beside the track. They found him 
decd. He was put in the baggage car and 
brougkt to the passenger depot at luman 
Park. | 

Later he was carried to Lee’s undertaking 
establishment where the body was prepared 
for burial. . 


THE ANGRY CLOUDS, 


Black and Furious, Sweeps Down Upon 
Williamson. 


The roaring, seething demon of the 
clouds, which has been getting in its work 
of death in the northwest, leaving havoc, 
destruction and scores of dead in its path, 
paid Georgia a visit Saturday. 

Williamson, a thriving town of about 
nine hundred inhabitants, on the Atlanta 
and Florida road, was visited by the de- 
structive monster, and the signs of that 
awful visitation are to be seen in destroyed 
dwellings and business houses, uprooted 
trees and general devastation. 

News of the disaster reached Atlanta 
yesterday, and the details of the cyclone 
recall the Fayetteville horror of a few 


months ago, although no: lives were lost in 


this instance. 
Saturday afternoon was extremely hot 
and sultry at Williamson, and low, threat- 


‘ening clouds hung over the northwest. 


About night the clouds became thicker 
and blacker, and lightning cut many zig- 
zag figures upon itd inky blackness. The 
thunder murmured in an angry and subdued 
tone, and seemed to threaten the horror 
that followed. f 3 

Quickly the cloud came up, black as 
night, and seemingly full of the fierce an- 
ger of the elements. 

The inhabitants of Williamson watched 
it apprehensively, and as it came nearer 
and began to take the shape of a Y, their 
fears grew into alarm. Big with anger, 
the mighty cloud boiled up out of the night, 
of which it seemed a part. It bore down 
upon the village. There was a mighty, 
hissing roar, a dense and an awful black- 


ness, a minute of fear, during which the [| 


noise of falling timbers mingled with the 
cyclone’s fury, and all was,over. 

A perfect torrent of rain followed. 

The people of the town were terrorized, 
and huddled in frightened groups in their 
homes, but not a single inhabited dwelling 
was taken by the storm’s fury. 

The large warehouse of Mr. J. P. Baker 
was completely ruined. It was fairly in 
the path of the cyclone, and only a wrecked 
pile of brick and timbers was left. 

The big warehouse belonging to Mr. J. 
T. Manley fared no better, it suffering 
complete destruction. . 

In one of these buildings was Dr. Ay- 
cock’s office. His funiture was almost 
completely destroyed. ~ 

A large number of new wagons and bug- 
gies stored in the warehouses were ruined, 


| and the loss is considerable. 


The new academy building was left a 
wreck. The storm vented its fury on the 
handsome, new building and destroyed it. 

The large ginnery of Mr. B. H. Reeves 
was in the cyclone’s wake, and as a result 
it is almost an utter wreck. Other build- 
ings were destroyed, and the damage 
amounts to a pretty good sum. 

The people of Williamson received a 
good scare, but, fortunately, not a single 
life was lost.

SOME ASTONISHING FIGURES. 


The Georgia Crops of 1892 Compared with 
' Those of 1860. 


Mr. Furlow, in looking over an old re- 

rt of the compiroller general’s office, 
ound an interesting item in the list of the 
state’s productions in 1860. They will 
be especially interesting when compared 
with the figures for the past year. For 
example, take the following items of pro- 
duction in Georgia: 

1860. 1891. 
Cotton, bales. . . «ees a, 1,200,000 
Wheat, bushels. .... . 2,506,702 2,323,000 
Corn, bushels. . . . . . .30,213,819 37,829,000 
Oats, bushels. ..... . 1,215, »238,000 

To those who have looked on the agri- 
culture of the present as totally inferior 
to that of ante-bellum days, this compari- 
gon will be a revelation. Without the evi- 
dence of the agricultural department’s offi- 
cial report no one would have believed that 
the wheat crop of 1891 was very nearly 
equal to that of 1860. All along the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad are large stone 
depots now never full, but once filled with 
grain. 

At Kingston in 1857 there were thirteen 
wheat buyers. It should be remembered 
however, that the area of improved land 
has increased, and there are now three 
railroads where there was one in 1860. 
Consequently the wheat crop is not so con- 
spicuous as it was thirty years ago. The 
cotton crop of 1860 was measured by four- 
hundred-pound bales, and that of 1891 by 
bales of 500 pounds. Reducing all to five 
bundred-pound bales the comparison would 

558,348 against 1§200,000. eoat crop 
of 1860 seems very small, and it must have 
been a failure, for that of 1850 was about 
8,000,000 bushels. 

An interesting comparison is in the num- 
ber of farm animals:

Crim’s voice that indicated how very 
indeed, he was to be once more at home, 

Detective Crim reported at police head- 
quarters for duty Saturday morning for 
the first time within a month as he.has 
been away on a month’s leave of absence. 
That time he has spent very valuably, and 
while gone he did some mighty clever de- 
tective work. 

He went to Pensacola in the employ of 
the law-abiding citizens of that ‘place to 
ferret out and bring to justice the many 
evil-doers who infested the west Florida 
metropolis. Gambling dens, faro banks, 
lotteries and all sorts of iniquities flourish- 
ed, and the civil authorites would do noth- 
ing, or could do nothing, to bring them to 
justice. ' | 
’ To do this work Detective Crim went to 
Pensacola, and how well he did it is told 
by The Morning News, of Pensacola. 

As a result of his work James Wilkin- 
son, a brother of the sheriff of the county, 
was convicted in three cases, a deputy 
sheriff was convicted, a captain of the po- 
lice force was discharged, another suspend- 
ed for thirty days, and twelve others were 
convicted.

THE OWNERS AND COST OF eon 


Bhowing Where the Work Is Being Done 
and How Much—A Report from the 
Sanitary Department. 


There is no fact more generally observ- 
ed than the large number of houses going 
up this season. Since the year began, 
there has been great activity among the 
builders. Houses have gone up as if by 
magic. 

From general appearances it would 
seem that the new buildings are more 
numerous than ever before, and of a more 
expensive character. An actual count: by 
the sanitary department shows that the 
number on the inspector’s books the 1st 
of June was 429, and the total cost about 
three-quarters of a million dollars. This 
represents the work of the first five 
months of the year, and if the season is 
good, building will go on till December. 


Last year it never stopped at all. 

Although a great many cheap cottages 
are being built for rent, the character of 
the residences and dwellings built by 
owners for homes is so far above that of 
last year, that the average cost, including 
the small houses, is nearly 20 per cent 
larger than that of last year. Taking the 
bouses erected by home-builders, the aver- 
age cost is at least 25 per cent above 
that of last year. 

Following is a list of the 
houses on the books of _ the 
sanitary inspector for 1892. It includes 
nothing that was begun before the first 
of January. A great deal of expensive 
work that was in progress when the 
year began is left off. The only way to 
keep a comparative record satisfactorily 
is to take the date when tht work is 
begun, and include in each report only 
the number of houses begun within the 
period it covers. In this way it was 
necessary to leave out of this list a great 
deal of work that was in progress .the 
first three months of the year. If that 
were included the valué of work actually 
done during the first five months of this 
year would not fall short of a million 
dollars. 

With the revival of industry and the 
gradual return of prosperity, the building 
of the remaining seven months in the 
year is likely to be considerably larger 
than what has already been done. It 
will be interesting to kno the names of 
the home-builders, and the character of 
houses they are putting up. The list may 
not be entirely complete, and it is hoped 
that those whose houses have been left 
off, will forward their names with the 
street on which their property is located, 
together with an accurate estimate of 
the cost.
